commander-m-caief,

The president will place parts of the 
army and separate armies, however 
constituted, under commanders subor- 
dinate to his general command, and in 
case of exigency seeming to him to 
require it, he may place the whole 
army under a single commander subor- 
dinate to him; but in time of peace, 
and under ordinary conditions, the ad- 
ministration and control of the arrc.y 
are effected 
without any second*in 


command. 


"The president's command Is exer- 


cised through the secretary of war and 
the chief of staff. The secretary of war 
is charged with carrying out the poli- 
cies of the president in 'military af- 
fairs. He directly represents the pres- 
ident, and is bound always to act in 
conformity with the president's in- 
structions. Under the law and the de- 
cisions of the supreme court, his acts 
are the president's acts and his direc- 
tions and orders are the president's di- 
rections and orders. 


"The chief of staff reoorts to the 


secretary of war, acts as military ad- 
viser, receives from him the direction 
and orders given in behalf of the pres- 
ident, and gives effect thereto In the 
manner hereinafter provided.

The successful performance 
of the duties of the position requires 
what the title denotes—a relation of 
absolute confidence and personal ac- 
cord and ^sympathy between the chief 
of stiff Jand'the president, and neces- 
sarily also between the chief of staff 
and the Secretary of war. For this 
reason,- without any reflection what- 
ever upon the officer detailed, the de- 
tail will, In every case, cease, unless 
sooner terminated, on the day follow- 
ing the expiration of the term of office 
of the president by whom the detail is 
made, and if at any time the chief of 
staff considers that he can no longer 
sustain toward the president and the 
secretary of war the relations above 
described, It will be his duty to apply 
to be relieved. 


"The chief of staff Is charged with 


the duty of supervising, under the di- 
rection of thfc secretary of war, all 
troops of the line, the adjutant gener- 
al's, inspector general's, judge advocate 
general's, quartermaster's subsistence, 
medical, pay and ordinance depart- 
ments, the corps* of engineers and the 
signal corps. He performs such other 
milit&ry duties not otherwise assigned 
by law as may be assigned to him by 
the president." 


This paragraph and «U subsequent 


paragraphs confer all authority in the 
war department on the chief of staff 
under the direction of the secretary of 
war.

As for me, I am 
free to say that 1 would rather bo the 
humblest bunk president and sit down 
and relish my victuals than be in the 
fierce light which beats upon the bend 
table and get my dinner for-nothing 
and have lovely Indies nearly tumble 
out of the boxes as they hang upon my 
slightest word. 
Ihe idea generally obtains that all an 


after dinner speaker has to do is to as- 
sume a dress suit and an engaging 
smile, rise up when called upon and 
captivate an audience with wit or elo- 
quence born of the moment and In- 
spired by the surroundings. This'is 
largely the fault of the speakers them- 
selves" who spend most of their allotted 
time jollying the listeners Into the idea 
that the call is unexpected and the 
speech spontaneous.

Jett and Thomas White were found 
guilty of the murder of J. B. Marcum 
at Jackson, May 4, and sentenced to 


, Imprisonment for lite. At their trial 


I in Jackson last month one juror hung 
the jury to the last on the question of 
guilt, and this time one juror hung the 
jury for 24 hours on the question of 
sentence. The fi>st ballot was 11 to 1 
for conviction of both defendants, and 
the second was unanimous for both. 
The ballot on the sentence was seven 
for death and five for life imprison- 
ment. The separate ballots on Jett's 
case stood eleven for hanging and one 
for life sentence, and this result was 
not changed in subsequent votes. Jas- 
per King, ex-deputy sheriff, 
voted 


alone until a compromise was reached 
for life sentence for both. 


Judge Osborne heard the motion of 


the defense for a new trial. The 
grounds set foith consist of the objec- 
tions to evidence 
admitted for the 


commonwealth 
and rejected for the 


defense, and also the ruling out of affi- 
davits made by the defendants saying 
that a fair and impartial trial could 
not he had on account of the military 
display, which 
inflamed the public 


mind. The attorneys for the prosecu- 
tion were in consultation at to whether 
they will oppose the motion for a new 
trial as to Jett, as they say if they can. 
get a new trial in his case they will 
have enough new evidence to convict. 
Prosecuting Attorney Byrd said that it 
they concluded to oppose the new trial 
that at the next term of the Harrison 
circuit court, before Judge 
Osborne, 


which begins three weeks from next 
Monday, they will put forward efforts 
to turn the 
commonwealth against 


Curtis Jett, one of the defendants, for 
the murder of Town 
Marshal Cock- 


rill, to which murder there are said to 
be six eye witnesses.

Traversed Untrodden 


Wilderness. 


LONELY MISSION FULL OF PERIL 


Existence of Muddy Monongahela Not 


Discovered Until Return 


Trip. 


HIS HOME-COMING A SAD ONE 


[Copyright 190» by American Pr«»8 Association.] 


One of the most thrilling chapters 


of early local history has to do with 
the life and explorations of Christo- 
pher Gist. This splendid specimen of 
American frontier life was a man who 
came from England early in the eigh- 
teenth century and settled In the col- 
ony of North Carolina. There his fine 
traits and his ability as a surveyor 
and a judge of land_ brought him into 
much prominence and procured for 
him much business 
In the pursuit of 


bis chosen calling he was thrown a 
great deal in company with many In- 
dian tribes, and this gave him an edu- 
cation which still further added to his 
usefulness in his day and generation. 


Along about the middle of the eigh- 


teenth century the Ohio company was 
formed with the avowed purpose of 
exploring and trading in the vast un- 
known region lying beyond the Alle- 
gheny mountains and claimed by Vir- 
ginia under her Interpretation of her 
charter. First of all, it was found 
necessary to send some suitable per- 
son to explore the hitherto untrodden 
•wilderness and to make some satisfac- 
tory arrangements with the Indian 
tribes as to trading and settling among 
them. This was a very delicate mis- 
sion, one requiring the highest obtain- 
able degree of common-sense, adroit- 
ness and hardihood. Search was made 
for a man of address suitable for the 
performance of this difficult and dan- 
gerous duty, and Christopher Gist was 
summoned from his distant home on 
the Yadkin in Carolina. 


When the plan was laid before him 


the Intrepid man agreed to undertake 
the responsibilities of the journey. Ac- 
cordingly in 1750 he set out on his 
memorable first exploration In the| 
Ohio country. 
He left Alexandria, 


Va, in October of 1750, and, though 
facing the coming winter, he bravely 
forced his way over the Blue Ridge 
mountains. Hie pathway led him to 
the 
Juniata 
valley. 
Crossing that 


lovely stream, he pushed steadily for-^ 
•ward onjijs lonely way. He traveled

steed. Th« way was rough and full of 


I dangers. There were no roads, not 
even fit bridle paths for him to trav- 
erse, bvt only the rude Indian trails, 
winding along without rule or reason. 
Often he could not find even so much 
as one of these trails and was forced 
to turn his horse's 
head 
straight 


through the unbroken wilderness. In 
very rainy or stormy weather a few 
boughs gave flimsy shelter from the 
onslaught* of the elements. 
Frequent- 


ly he sought the shelter of a snow- 
drift and tethered his faithful horse In 
a clump of pines or other thickets. 
Many times it was his hard lot to have 
to swim swollen and icy rivers, trust- 
Ing to the help of a scant fire to dry 
his dripping clothing. 
His journey 


brought him Into the Ohio valley di- 
rectly at the site of the present city 
of Pittsburg. 


His course lay along to the east and 


north of the Monongahela river, so 
that he actually reached the Alle- 
gheny at Shannopinstown, now about 
Thirty-second street, Pittsburg, and 
swam the river at that point, crossed 
the site of Allegheny City and reached 
the Ohio river near Woods Run with- 
out ever seeing the Monongahela, nor 
even so much as suspecting that such 
a river existed. It was not until a 


[ later trip that he found that big and 


muddy stream. After he reached the 
Ohio his traveling was easier, for a 
big Indian trail led from the forks of 
the Ohio along the bank of the river 
out toward what is now the state of 
the same name. Following this well- 
beaten way the hardy Gist, the van-

home alive, but he played on the fears 
of his contentious fellows and told 
them that he was a royal messenger. 
iThis smoothed his way somewhat. 


Leaving Logstown, he proceeded by 


the mouth of the Beaver river on by 
the western trail to the Wyandot coun- 
,try in the Muskingum valley. Here he 
/fell in with the great Pennsylvania 
'trading agent, George Croghan, an 
idol among his fellows, as Gist says o?

With Croghan was an odd genius 


of a man, Andrew Montour, who after* 
wards was able as interpreter to ren- 
der Gist mu/jn good service. The three 
Journeyed on together to other Wyan- 
dot towns, and theu entered the Scioto 
region and visited the Shawnees, or 
Shawanoes. 
They next went to the 


famous old Indian community of Pick- 
awlllany, on the upper Great Miami. 
Gist's report of this region is interest- 
ing. He says: "It is fine, rich, level 
land, well timbered with large walnut, 
ash. sugar t?*es and cherry trees: 
ureil watered with a great numoer or 
little streams and rivulets; full of 
leautiful natural meadows, with wild 
lye, blue grass and cloves, and abound- 
ing with turkeys, deer, elks and most 
sorts of game, particularly buffaloes, 
30 or 40 of which are frequently seen 
in one meadow." 


While at Pickawillany many coun- 


cils were held by the trader-explorers 
with the Indians, and a treaty of peaca 
was made with great solemnity. Some 
Ottawa Indians arrived with a com- 
mand for the tribes from the French 
commander at Detroit, but the chief 
spurned the messages and declared 
their friendship for the Englishmen. 
Early in March Gist returned to the 
Ohio and went on down almost to the 
falls of the Ohio, now the site of 
Louisville, Ky., btt hostile Indians 
were in that vicinity, and he conclud- 
ed that, as his mission was already 
quite well executed, he would go back 
home. Accordingly he made his toll- 
some way back toward the east, and 
after 
many adventures, 
especially 


wtile threading his ungaided path 
through the mountains about the head- 
waters of the Kanawha river, he final- 
ly reached his home on the Yadkin. 


The sight which met his eyes was 


a desolate one 
During his long ab- 


sence the warring Indians had burned 
his cabin and his family had fled for 
safety to the settlements. Thus came 
back this brave and honest explorer 
from his remarkable journey of seven 
months, during which, amid the rigors 
of winter and the dangers of a new 
and hostile country, had faithfully car- 
ried out his commission. The report 
which he brought back to the honor- 
able gentlemen of the Ohio company 
led them to prosecute their plans for 
occupying and working the great Ohio 
country 
The subsequent brief career 


of the company and the events which 
Interrupted its growth are another 
and very Interesting story.

pher Gist's exploration 
was 
what 


really brought this immensely rich ter- 
ritory to general attention, and it ia 
a significant chapter in colonial his- 
tory.

Latter Almost Outpointed In the 


Karly Rounds of the Fight—Second 
Throws Up the Sponge After Cor- 
bett Received a Joiar Plexus and 
Blow on the Jaw. 


San Francisco, Aug. 15.—Ten thou- 


sand men were seated about the arena 
in Mechanics' pavilion, representing 
an expenditure for seating accommo- 
dations aggregating $54,000. This is 
the largest crowd that ever assembled 
at a ringside in this country, and the 
third largest sm in dollars and cents 
ever contested for. The two that ex- 
ceeded in receipts were the Corbett- 
Jeffries fight at Coney Island, 166,009, 
and the Corbett-McCoy fight at Madi- 
son Square Garden, New York, $63,000. 


Round 1—They came to the center, 


Jeffries feinting and Corbett stepping 
lively. 
Jeffries swung left over Jim's 


head. Jim came in quickly to a clinch 
and they were very slow in breaking. 
Jeffries put light left to Jim's ribs, and 
they refused to break. Corbett stayed 
close in and put short arm right on the 
body. They were exceedingly careful 
in the break. Jeffries forced his man 
across the ring and put left light on 
head. Corbett did very little loot 
work, but stayed close and put two 
rights solidly over the heart. Jeffries 
led right for the body, but afterward 


came hack. Corbelt 'Slipped to his 
knees from a left in the stomach. Jef- 
fries came back with another one, but 
Corbett 
blocked 
it. 
Corbett 
was 


strong and ran to his corner at the 
close. 


Round 5—Police Captain Mooney 


entered the ring to look at Jeffries' 
glove. 
Fitzslmmons and Ryan went 


to Jeffries' corner and e.ut the glove 
off. 
Another was immediately substi- 


tuted 
Jeffries fought for the body, 


Corbett doing some fast stepping to 
keep away. Corbett did not seem to 
nave a bit ol fore© behind his leu- 
hand hooks, and alternated with a 
short right over 
the 
heart, which 


•eemed to be the best he had. Jeffries 
stood up straight and 
hooked Jim 


twice in the stomach. Corbett put the 
best blow thus far on Jeffries' ribs, 
but got a left on the neck in return. 
Jeffries put a hard left hook on Cor- 
bett's jaw, following is up with left 
and right for the body. Corbett held 
on and the gong rang. Corbett seemed 
tired He did not seem to have any 
force behind his blows. His old cut- 
ting left stabs were not in evidence. 


Corbett Goes Down. 


•Round 6—Jeffries took his crouching 


position for an instant and put left on 
the head H« then stood straightened 
and put left on the chin. Corbett went 
down, for nine seconds. He got up 
and staggered for a moment, theft 
clinched. He took left on the body and 
another on the head, but fought back 
gamely. He crossed Jeffries 
with 


right to the jaw, but without damage. 
Fighting at close quarters, Corbett 
uppercut Jeffries to the chin
